Coal Miners All 
Back At Work 


PITTSBURGH (AP* 
- The 
last of some 16,000 soft coal min­ 
ers 
returned to work today 
ending the industry’s largest 
walkout in 15 years 
As many as 60,000 miners 
were idle during the three-week 
strike that began April 11. 


The men began returning to 
work last week after the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers and the Bitu­ 
minous Coal Operators Associa­ 
tion reached agreement on a 
new contract. 


The remaining holdouts wait­ 
ed until their locals held meet­ 
ings over the weekend to rati­ 
fy the new agreement granting 
pay raises, eight paid holidays, 
improved 
seniority 
provisions 
and revised vacation pay sched­ 
ules.

Another part of Johnson’s ol­ 
der provides that certain draft- 
age guardsmen and reservists 
who fail to keep up their obli­ 
gated drills may be referred to 
Selective Service for two years 
of active duty.

For the second day 
in a row B52s from Guam 
pounded Viet Cong troop areas 
near the Cambodian border.

nist North, A4 Skyhawks and F8 
Crusaders 
from 
the 
carrier 
Hancock saturated the missile 
site 34 miCes northeast of Vinh, 
on the North Vietnamese coast, 
with Bullpup air-to-surface mis­

and 
500- and 
600-pound 
bombs. A spokesman said they 
destroyed everything within a 
400-foot-square area, including 
two Soviet-built missile launch­ 
ers. 


U.S. spokesmen reported the 
loss of two more planes over 
North Viet Nam, raising the 
total shot down there to 227, but 
the pilots of both were rescued 
by helicopters. Four U.S. planes 
were lost over the North Friday. 


Commenting ou the lull in the 
ground war, the spokesman de­ 
clared: “We have hurt these 
I^eople a great deal in recent 
months. We’re sure they are 
still pouring people in here from 
North Viet Nam at the rate of 5,- 
500 a month. 1 don’t believe they 
have supplies for support.” 


The infiltration figure, how­ 
ever, represents an increase of 
1.000 men a month over Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNam­ 
ara’s estimate to the Senate two 
months ago.

McNamara, chairman of the 
important Senate Public Works 
Committee, announced earlier 
this year he would not seek a 
third Senate term. His failing 
health was believed to have 
prompted the decisdon.

McNamara was born in North 
Weymouth, Mass.. son of Irish 
immigrants and oldest of eight 
children. He left high school and 
became an apprentice pipefitter, 
earning nine cents an hour. 


He moved to Detroit in 1920 
and became active in union and 
civic affairs. He married Kath­ 
leen Kennedy in Cleveland in 
1921 and they had two children, 
Mary Jane and Patrick Vincent 
Jr. * 


Wife From Calumet 


McNamara’s wife died in 1929. 
The next year he married Mary 
Mattee of Calumet, Mich. 


In 1937 McNamara became 
president of Local 636 of the 
Pipefitters Union, a post he held 
until 1955. He became a vice 
president of the Detroit Federa­ 
tion of Labor in 1939 and Detroit 
area rent director for the old 
Office of Price Administration 
in 1942. 


Still almost unknown outside 
of Detroit, McNamara set out 
after the 
Democratic Senate 
nomination in 1954, challenging 
former Sen. Blair Moody, favor­ 
ite of virtually the entire state 
party. 


In short speeches and simple 
language, 
McNamara 
cam­ 
paigned for the office, denounc­ 
ing the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion. He beat Republican Sen. 
Homer 
Ferguson 
by 
39,000 
votes. 


Was A Liberal 


In the Senate, to which he 
won reelcclion in 1960, McNa­ 
mara was known as a liberal 
with a strong concern for the 
underprivileged. He worked for 
improved education, civil rights 
and measures improving the lot 
of the aged. 


In his first campaign on 1954, 
McNamara advocated a federal 
program of medical care for the 
.aged under Social Security and 
federal aid to education. He

Dispute Brings 
Building Jobs 
To Abrupt Halt

Thousands 
of 
construction 
workers 
in 
Lower 
Michigan 
struck today, tying uo millions 
of dollars in building jobs. 


One union group, about 1,000 
reinforced steel workers, stayed 
at work after earlier voting to 
strike. A spokesman said em­ 
ployes would work on a day-to- 
day basis during continuing new 
contract negotiations. 


Walking out were bricklayers, 
operating engineers, carpenters 
and laborers. 


Involved were workers in vir­ 
tually every metropolitan area 
in Lower Michigan, including 
Detroit, 
the Saginaw Valley. 
Valley, Flint, Grand Rapids, 
Battle Creek, Kalamazoo, Ben­ 
ton Harbor and Muskegon. 


Regis O’Brien, business man­ 
ager for Reinforced Steelwork­ 
ers Local 426, said the local Sun­ 
day voted 10 to one to strike. He 
said the rod busters, who place 
reinforcing steel in concrete, 
had permission from the Iron­ 
workers International Union for 
the walkout. 


Talks Broken Off 


Local 426 has 1,000 members 
in 34 southern Michigan coun­ 
ties. O'Brien said no further ne­ 
gotiations had been scheduled 
with 
the Associated General 
Contractors (AGC). 


Also affected was a 13-county 
northern Lower Michigan area 
centering on Traverse City and 
Alpena. Spokesmen for Laborers 
Union Local 1247 in Traverse 
City eaid no negotiations have 
been scheduled with contractors 
and claimed all other trade 
unions 
were honoring picket 
lines at area commercial con­ 
struction projects. 


Laborers 
Union 
locals 
in 
Grand Rapids, Battle Creek, 
Kalamazoo, Benton Harbor and 
Muskegon, with a total member­ 
ship of 2,500, voted Saturday to 
reject a pact offered by the 
Southwest Michigan Contractors 
Association. 


The laborers held the key to 
construction projects worth $175 
million in southwest Michigan. 


Also Saturday, the Saginaw 
Valley D i s t r i ct Carpenters 
Council rejected a two - year 
agreement involving a reported 
$1.07 hourly wage raise. The 
carpenters work on commercial 
construction projects in Gen­ 
esee, Lapeer, Shiawassee, Bay, 
Saginaw, Tuscola, Gladwin, Isa­ 
bella and Clare counties. 


State mediator Stanley Dobry

the AGC and Local 324 of the 
Operating Engineers. 


The breakdown “took the heat 
off the other unions," Dobry 
said.

At issue between the steel 
workers and the AGC reported­ 
ly was a union demand that con­ 
tractors hire rodbutters only

The AGC reportedly raised its 
offer to the engineers by two 
cents—to 36 cents this year and 
39 more in 1967. The union was 
said to have stuck to its demand 
for 50 cents in 1966 and either

UPCÀP Programs Expanding 
War On Poverty Grows Huge

Mead sUted in the report 
that “for 50 years there has 
been steady economic erosion 
in the Upper Peninsula, help­

patterns. 
About one of every four fami­ 
lies is poor and the greater 
part of these are rural and 
poverty tends to be primarily 
a rural problem. 


Poverty Is Drag 


“The poor people are older, 
under-educated and live in rur­ 
al areas. There are some 2,000 
Indians in the Peninsula, vir­ 
tually all of them in the pover­ 
ty group. 


“Poverty acts as a constant 
drafi on the regional economy. 
In a way, perhaps, that is not 
true of urban areas ger^rally, 
the economic future of the Up­ 
per Peninsula depends on its 
poor. It has a stagnant econ­

“The economic opportunity 
program in our regicm is no 
one’s poor relation, it has been 
accepted on the basis of equal­ 
ity with the program of eco­ 
nomic develoimient.

Help Offered 
To Alcoholics 


Of all of the many diseases 
of mankind, one of the most 
difficult for folks to be con­ 
structive 
and 
understanding 
about is alcoholism. In fact, the 
idea that alcoholism is a dis­ 
ease has only become generally 
accepted in recent years, re­ 
ports Dr. Albert Heustis, direc­ 
tor of the Michigan Department 
of Health. 


A condemning attitude 
is 
much more likely on the part 
of individuals close to an alco­ 
holic. 


The alcoholic’s behavior tends 
to generate rejection on the 
part of his immediate family 
and friends — and this rejec­ 
tion, in turn, tends to generate 
an increased need on the part 
of the alcoholic to escape into 
the bottle. The vicious cycle 
reinforces itself and the situa­ 
tion usually gets progressively 
worse 
unless 
some 
outside 
force, 
such 
as 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous, intervenes to help 
reduce some of the mutual fear 
and hostility. Dr. Heustis point­ 
ed out. 


This type of outside aid can 
encourage the alcoholic and his 
family to gain insight into the 
nature of the underlying ill­ 
ness. Accepting the fact that 
the problem exists and under­ 
standing alcoholism as a dis­ 
ease, are really the first steps 
in doing something about it. It 
is a fact that alcoholics can re­ 
cover — if they want to badly 
enough — and if they are given 
the kind of outside help they 
need, he added. 


“Most of us who deal with 
the problem agree that the dis­ 
ease is the product of more 
than one cause. A person suf­ 
fering 
from 
alcoholism 
has 
medical problems, and social 
problems. He needs help with 
his situation on all of these 
fronts if permanent recovery is 
to be achieved," the Health 
Director said. 


“If the disease of alcoholism 
is a problem in your family, 
please don’t hesitate to ask for 
help. There are alcoholism in­ 
formation 
centers 
in 
many 
Michigan communities, or you 
may ask your local health de­ 
partment for a list of the com­ 
munity sources that deal with 
the problem,’* he concluded.

Whats Happening? 


Quite a bit of the conversation about UPCAP turns 
on politics. “Tell me one thing it’s ever done!’* challenges 
a critic and the defender scrambles mentally to cata­ 
logue some concrete achievements. There have been 
some, but the agency is essentially a planning organiza­ 
tion. 


This sort of talk, however, misses the point. 
UPCAP—the Upper Peninsula Committee For Area 
Progi'ess—is involved up to its neck in a huge and his­ 
toric effort to change the Upper Peninsula in a deep and 
important way. Tlie fedei-wl government is pouring 
money into this effort in a river, as though it were try­ 
ing to avoid a su it >1u s of the stuff. 


UPCAP started off like Hansel and Gretel lost in 
the forest but after a year or so of floundering it found 
out w’here the action is—in Washington. They have the 
mint there and there are ways of getting money out 
the back door. Professor ’enr>’ Higgins suggests in “My 
Fair Lady” about French regard for conduct—-“they 
don’t care wliat you do, as long as you pronounce it pro­ 
perly”. Gnvernment tends to be that way wMth money. 
They don’t care how you spend it, as long as you account 
for it.

President Johnson*!« “War on Poverty” may be just 
a political gimmick in the oninion of some Americans, 
but it is a fact of life in the Upper Peninsula. There are 
150 persons working at it in the U.P. and with more to 
come. And these are just the administrators. 


Tlie people w’ho are w'orking at it are devoted to 
it with the zeal of missionaries. Tliere ai*e some suspi­ 
cious political coincidences in some of the job choices, 
but this is inevitable and if the boot were on the other 
foot the Republicans would be suspwt. .And while it 
may be just a political job to a few% it is a “cause” to 
many: their earnestness cannot be questioned and their 
insistence that there IS poverty in the Upper Peninsula 
must be accepted. 


The question remaining Is whether something 
should be done about it, and how. and how much ? The 
federal War on Poverty i.s already a huge effort with 
the seemingly certain pi-o.spect that it will evolve into 
a multi-billion dollar a year pix)grani.

A year ago no one would have Ijelieved that tlie 
U.P. would have so manv programs underway to help 
low income people. UPCAP has been laigely converted 
to this prop*am and it has been significantly success­ 
ful in getting federal funds to finance an increasing 
number of projects and to expand them. 


At present the offerings include pre-school trainins 
and health services for children, all sorts of educational 
assistance under the Elementary and Secondary Edu­ 
cation Act and Higher Education Act. money for needv 
college students, job training, on-the-job training, small 
business development centers to help businessmen and 
loan them money ($750,000 so far), and the older pack- 
age of civic works grants. 


UPCAP has sponsored several economic develop­ 
ment projects, but it is only now moving into action on 
a broad front to do something drastic abut helning tlie 
poor. ’The six Community Action Agencies of the U.P. 
are each getting a full time attorney to do legal work 
free for the low income people.

One third of thv housing in the U.P. is reported 
sub-standard and a big housing project is being planned 
There’ll be another for health, with dental projects in 
a development stage as an opener. 


And the ^onom ic Development Adiiiinistration will 
be asked to finance six economic development areas to 
ooineide with the six Community Action Ag<»ncy dis­ 
tricts, so that there will be a coordination of govern­ 
ment efforts at providing economic opportunity for the 
individual and of stimulatinfr the general economy. Tn 
other words, to prepare the disadvantaged for jobs and 
to help provide the jobs. 


The federal government is going to move on poverty 
where local communities tolerate it. The alternative- 
like the employer trying to keep out a union bv raising 
wages—is to do something al)out it ourselves. Tt’s going 
to be gosli awful exnensivo if the federal government 
does it and the results still will be uncertain, because 
the effort can be successful only if the disadvantaged 
are integrated into the affluent society, and that is a 
process wiiich is social as well as economic.

The belief that the Chinese 
I Communist leadership may be 
approaching a transition period 
is one of several reasons for 
recent overtures by the Johnson 
administration to reduce ten­ 
sions and lower barriers be­ 
tween Red China and the United 
States. 


All these gestures have been 
rebuffed by the Peking regime, 
but administration experts be­ 
lieve they may have an impact 
on the foreign policy attitude of 
future Chinese leaders. 


The United States and, so far 
s Washington authorities can

the

Union, 
also, have been watching the 
Mao mystery develop for sever­ 
al months with growing fascina­ 
tion. 


The interest of Soviet leaders 
in the possibility of personality 
changes in tiie top of the Peking 
ruling group is believed here to 
be a prime cause of their deter­ 
mination to hold the door open 
to some aort of Soviet-Chinese 
reconciliation.
